Dear Friend: 

Our economy is strong and growing in Los Angeles, which is good news for local businesses, 
residents and the city as a whole. In July of last year, I took on the task of heading up the City 
Council's new Jobs Committee with the purpose of finding ways the city can help stimulate job 
creation and focus on community-driven economic development throughout Los Angeles. 
Although this committee is relatively new -- we've had six very fruitful meetings so far -- the topic 
is something I've been working on for years. 

One of the things the Jobs Committee discussed at a recent meeting is the city's Local Business 
Preference Program, a program that resulted from a motion I introduced five years ago. It 
provides a competitive advantage to LA County businesses that do business with the city by 
offering an eight percent preference when they apply for city contracts to provide goods, 
equipment, supplies and construction services. I created this program to encourage more local 
businesses to compete for city contracts, to ensure that city funds are used to give local 
businesses the upper hand and to stoke continued economic growth in LA. 



Because local businesses are our job creation engines, I introduced a follow-up motion several 
months ago to evaluate how effective the local preference program has been, find out how many 
businesses are taking advantage of it and to explore ways to improve it. At a recent Jobs 
Committee meeting, we heard some of the preliminary results: over the course of the four years 
of the program, the percentage of contracts awarded to local businesses shot up from 16 
percent in 201 1 to 33 percent of all city contracts in 2015. That's a significant boost to our local 
businesses and the people they employ. 

We also discussed ways to improve the program and get more local businesses involved. Some 
of the recommendations approved by the committee include creating an outreach plan to notify 
businesses about this program and other city programs from which they can benefit; 
streamlining the process to certify that businesses are, in fact, eligible for the program; reviewing 
best practices with all city departments to enhance local business participation; directing more 
city resources toward administering and improving the program; and implementing a coordinated 
local business action plan. These recommendations will go to the Economic Development 
Committee, on which I also serve, and then to the full City Council for approval. 

I will keep you updated about the local preference program and the overall progress of the Jobs 
Committee in future newsletters. As always, if you have ideas about how the city can better 
support local businesses and create good jobs in our communities, please email me at 
paul.krekorian@lacitv.org or call 213-473-7002.

New Sidewalks Coming to Studio City 





LOS ANGELES - The City Council, led by Councilmember Krekorian, approved funds to build 
missing sidewalk segments along Ventura Boulevard in Studio City. 

After an initial study by the city's Bureau of Engineering, the department found that nine 
segments of the public right-of-way along the busy Ventura corridor in Studio City were missing 
sidewalks. As a result, at Councilmember Krekorian's urging, the City Council approved the use 
of $1 .4 million in funding from the Project Impact Assessment fees -- development fees that can 
be used for community improvement and safety projects - to fill the gaps. 

The installation of the missing sidewalk segments will bolster mobility and safety, while 
encouraging economic activity in this busy shopping and entertainment area. Read the motion 
here: bit.lv/1 RSkJ54 . 



LOS ANGELES - Councilmember Krekorian recently joined Councilmember Mitch Englander to 
introduce a motion calling on the LAPD to report on the city's recent spike in crime and the 
department's strategy to deploy resources. 

According to an LAPD report on citywide crime rates in 2015, LA experienced its highest crime 
levels in two years, with a 20 percent increase in violent crimes and a 10 percent increase in 
property crimes over 2014 numbers. The LAPD has since doubled the size of its Metropolitan 
Division for reactive deployment to address crime hot spots, but Councilmembers Krekorian and 
Englander want to know whether the department's efforts have moved officers away from the 
Valley and other areas of the city, possibly impacting the LAPD's preventative patrol function. 

Earlier this week, the motion was heard by the Council's Public Safety Committee where 
members pushed for greater analysis from the LAPD about its strategy to reduce crime.

City Approves Study on Paid Parental Leave 



LOS ANGELES - The City Council unanimously voted to approve a motion introduced by 
Councilmembers Krekorian and Nury Martinez to explore offering LA City employees four weeks 
of paid parental leave after the birth or adoption of a child. 


The city leaders believe that paid parental leave would be a good way for the city to attract and 
retain talented women and men to public service jobs. Los Angeles could also set a positive 
example for other public and private sector employers who may be considering granting paid 
parental leave to their workforce. 


"I am hopeful that this effort will lead Los Angeles to join the ranks of other U.S. cities and the 
military by offering competitive, family-friendly benefits for our workers," said Krekorian. "It is time 
for LA, and the United States as a whole, to catch up with the rest of the world." 

The proposal asks city administrators to report on (1) the average time a city employee takes off 
during pregnancy and for bonding purposes; (2) the costs and consequences of parents leaving 
the city's workforce after having a child; and (3) the feasibility and budgetary impacts of offering 
city employees four weeks paid parental leave for bonding purposes. 


The United States lags behind the rest of the industrialized world when it comes to offering paid 
leave for new parents. As of now, the Los Angeles -- the nation's second largest city - doesn't 
offer its 40,000 employee workforce any paid parental leave. Unlike private sector employees in 
California who get six weeks of family leave for bonding with partial compensation, city workers 
don't get this benefit.

Metro Announces Parking Pilot Program 



LOS ANGELES - Metro is set to roll out a new pilot program for paid parking at nine stations and 
lots across the agency's transit lines. The Metro Board of Directors is expected to vote on the 
proposal in March. 


The agency propsed test program would charge a minimal parking fee at nine rail stations where 
there a cumulative 4,753 spaces. The nine stations selected for the program include the North 
Hollywood and Universal stations on the Red Line where a $3 fee will be charged. Also on the list 
are: East LA's Sierra Madre Villa and Atlantic stations on the Gold Line; Culver City and La 
Cienega/Jefferson stations on the Expo Line; and West LA's Expo/Sepulveda station, the 17th 
Street/SMC station in Santa Monica and the Expo/Bundy in West LA on the Expo Line extension 
opening this year. 

According to Metro, the agency currently operates more than 22,000 parking spaces at 48 
stations. This number will increase to 25,000 spaces at 57 locations once the Expo II and Foothill 
Extension open for operation. The pilot locations were selected based on their capacity, location 
and utilization. Recent parking facility studies by Metro found that free parking at North Hollywood 
reaches capacity by 7 a.m. or earlier during weekdays, while free parking at the Universal and 
Sierra Madre stations reaches capacity by 8 a.m. 

The Paid Parking Pilot Program is a strategy being considered to manage demand, encourage 
parking availability for Metro users at parking facilities currently operating at capacity. 

If approved by the Metro Board of Directors, the pilot program will launch in May 2016.

A check-in with Chief Beck 


Jeff ~ 

This week in Public Safety Committee, Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) Chief Charlie Beck 
provided us with a report on the state of our police force and the spike in crime over the past year. Chief 
Beck reported that the department must hire 2,500 additional officers in the coming years to better 
protect the city and keep crime down. The current size of the ranks is about 10,000 officers. 

During the committee meeting, I hammered on the issue about not enough LAPD officers being street 
ready. The industry standard for street ready officers is 90 percent. Only about 82 percent of our LAPD 
officers are street ready - in other words, about 18 percent of officers are working desk jobs, or taking 
leaves of absence because of injuries. This translates into approximately 1 860 officers being unable to 
perform duties out on the street. 

The City has a slow process of getting officers back on the job, which is hindering the way we protect our 
communities. On top of this, our ability to hire more officers is made even more complicated by a time 
consuming and expensive process, and one that does not happen overnight. 

The immediate fix: we need to revise our policies to get more officers on the streets, and get civilians 
hired, so active duty officers can get out from behind the desk and out on patrol. 

Public safety is my number one priority in office, and I will continue to identify ways we can place more 
officers on the streets to keep our communities safer. 

Speaking of keeping our communities safer, expect an announcement this coming week related to 
Hollywood! As you'll read in the updates below, together we are working to improve the quality of life 
across every section of the 13th District.

Dear Friend: 

This week, I had the opportunity and pleasure of speaking to the joint board meeting of the 
Sierra Club in Studio City. It was a very interesting event, focusing on the group's Clean Energy 
agenda for 2016, which is an issue I have worked on for years. I'd like to share with you some of 
what I discussed with them, including LA's recent environmental successes. 

In 2013, Los Angeles became the first and largest in the country to commit to go coal free by 
2025. Our city has shown that, when the will is there, we can move beyond dirty fossil fuels and 
go all in on clean energy. I am currently working with my colleagues on the City Council, along 
with community partners, to explore the possibilities of going even further. I want to ensure that 
the second largest city in the country moves not just beyond coal, but also beyond natural gas 
and into a truly clean energy economy. This is going to take considerable work and deliberation, 
but I think it is both possible and necessary. 

Over the past decade, we've made significant progress toward a renewable future in Los 
Angeles and across the State of California. I've been happy to do my part, first as a State 
Assemblymember and now as a City Councilmember. 

In 2009, I authored state legislation to move California toward achieving its renewable energy 
goals. When I was elected to the Los Angeles City Council, I worked hand in hand with 





environmental, community and business organizations to ensure that rooftop solar panels have 
a place in the Department of Water and Power's renewable energy program. 

I have also championed energy efficiency by making sure that DWP is investing to make home 
owners and renters more efficient and supported electrical vehicle pilot programs for city 
departments. My goal is to make energy use more efficient citywide and to boost the potential 
for more renewable energy use in the future. 

Optimizing and modernizing the way LA thinks about energy is absolutely critical for our city, but 
it is not the only sustainability issue the City Council has tackled during my tenure. In 2014, we 
became the largest city in the country to ban single use plastic carryout bags at stores. The 
bags, which take 1 ,000 years to break down, are a threat to wildlife, a persistent cause of litter 
and a polluting agent in our landfills. 

Last year, we passed my motion to look into expanding the use of graywater systems to irrigate 
landscaping and for use with home appliances. Mayor Garcetti and I also recently cut the ribbon 
on the city's first smart cistern in North Hollywood. The pioneering water collection system will 
reduce storm water runoff, capture rainwater and increase the local water supply. 

Probably our biggest success story is the ongoing revitalization of the Los Angeles River. In the 
Valley and beyond, the river is becoming a recreation spot for pedestrians and cyclists and 
boasts a long-term plan to make it even better in the years ahead. 

I'm proud to say that Los Angeles has taken important and often innovative steps to address the 
environmental challenges that we face this century. But there is always more to do, and, with 
your help, I'll continue to look for smart, sustainable solutions.

Transit Twofer: Orange Line Upgrade 
and Expo Extension

LOS ANGELES - This week, Metro conducted tests to increase the speed of Orange Line 
buses in order to improve the transit line's travel time and efficiency. 

Last December, a Metro study found that Orange Line buses could increase speeds up to 35 
miles per hour at intersections along the busway without impacting traffic safety. The increased 
speed can cut up to 10 minutes of travel time for transit riders. 

The speed improvements are one of several proposed plans championed by Councilmember 
Krekorian to upgrade the Orange Line. Its 30,000 daily boardings make the busway one of 
Metro's busiest transit lines in the system. Metro is also studying converting the Orange Line to 
light rail, a proposal introduced by Councilmember Krekorian in his capacity as a Metro Board 
Member. 

"During the week of testing, buses may not arrive at the regularly scheduled times - and that's 
good thing," said Krekorian. "These improvements will allow the Orange Line's thousands of 
riders to reach their stops and make their transfer faster, safely and with more ease." 

Results of the week-long tests will be evaluated by Metro staff before new speed rules are 
permanently implemented and schedules are changed.

LOS ANGELES - Metro just announced the May 20, 2016, opening of the Expo Line extension to 
Santa Monica. 

The Expo Line currently runs for 8.5 miles between 7th/Metro Center in downtown Los Angeles 
and Culver City, and the 6.6-mile extension will add seven stations, ending steps away from the 
Santa Monica Pier, the beach, Santa Monica Place, the Third Street Promenade, the Palisades 
Park, Tongva Park and the Santa Monica Civic Center. 

"This is a major transit improvement for people throughout Los Angeles County," said 
Councilmember Krekorian. "People will be able to get from the Valley to the beach without 
waiting in traffic for hours."

Preserving Our Valley's History: Idle Hour

Recently reopened after a thoughtful restoration, the barrel-shaped North Hollywood restaurant 
and bar known as Idle Hour was built in 1941. Located at 4824 Vineland Ave., the cedar-made 
building was commissioned by Michael D. Connolly, a film tech at nearby Universal Studios, and 
built by Silver Lake engineer George F. Fordyk. 

For 30 years, Connolly ran Idle Hour as a bar and taproom before it was sold to Jose and 
Dolores Fernandez, who transformed the space into a flamenco-dance showcase called La 
Cana that closed in 1984 and sat empty for three decades. Idle Hour is a prime example of 
programmatic architecture -- buildings shaped like the things. 

In 2010, Councilmember Krekorian voted to designate Idle Hour a Historic-Cultural Monument 
and a year later, the building was purchased by the 1933 Group, of Bigfoot East and West, 




Oldfield's, and the Thirsty Crow fame, who began restoring the building right away. The 
restaurant and bar opened its doors for business in 2015. Find out more about Idle Hour here .
